Reports differ as to when., 
wme saying that Eoleiiberg resigned 
Tuesday, and that the emperor inef- 
fectually tried Co indnoo him to with- 
draw his resignation. 
It Hhould be 


noted that Count Philip Zu Bnleuberg, 
Count Botho's brother, ia an iacimato 
friend of the emperor, and author of the 
words of 
tho emperor's "Bong to 
AeRir." 
Tin first intimation to the public of 
the crisis was tho official announcement 
that the emperor had postponed his 
joarney to Blankeuburg. 
Ally poli- 
tician. who had told iu the morn ing that 
sneit a crisis was impending would have 
been laughed at. Tho greatest excito- 
ui«nt was created when she events be- 
came knowu. It eeum£ to be generally 
•dnu.tti.nl that Count Von Caprivi ob 
taiMd the approval of the federal minis- 
ter* to his moderate policy in regard to 
th« aocialists. 
It is not known whether' lie sum- 


moned the conference of ininUturs 
wifchouc the einporor's knowledge. If 
he did, this may account for the crisis 
on tho supposition that the urnperor 
wa« displeased with such an attempt to 
place Kuleuberg iu a ininority. It may 
be remembered that in 18!*0 the em- 
peror called Priace Bismarck to account 
for consulting Dr. Windthorst, ttle^then 
CHerical leader, without his knowledge, 
and that this was the indirect cause of 
Prince Bismarck's fall. . If such is tho 
case now Prince Bismarck will bo a 
happy man. 
''^ 
Another report says that the question 


of financial reforms caused dissension. 
The south German states approved of 
Caprivfs anti-re volntiouary. policy, but 
desired him to secuio the passage in the 
xeichstag of the financial reforms pro- 
posed by Dr. Miquel and Count von 
Pasadowsky, secretary of the imperial 
treasury, but in .view of last session's 
experience. Caprivi declined to under- 
take such a hopeless tusk. 
^Finally, to further complicate the 


matters, it is believed that tho long dis- 
puted question of combining or sepa- 
rating the offices of imperial chancellor 
and Prussian, premier was revived. It 
in stated that the-»mperor, tired of the 
intrigues the separation of these posts 
under Caprivi had caused, wanted to re- 
unite them as they were under Bis- 
marck. If, after Euleuberg's dismissal, 
Caprivi had beeu content to reassnme 
the Prussian premiership, the crisis 
migat have beeu settled, but he declined 
.and the eiuperor, insisting on his view 
•€ the question, accepted the chancel- 
lor's resignation. 
Speculation is already rife as to Ca- 
privi's possible successor. Dr. Miqual, 
General Bronsart Von Schellingdorf, 
minister of war, and General Count 
Voo Waldersee are spoken, of, bnc hope 
or fear is chiefly father of the thought. 
Until something more definite is kncwu 
of the precises of the causes of tho crisis, 
there can be no clow to;its solution. Ouo 
thing only can be said and that is that 
the uncertainty and anxiety of the pub- 
lic mind which Germany has suffered 
so severely in recent years will hardly 
be allayed by snch a startling manifesta- 
tion of instability in the supremo con- 
duct of the state. 
It is believed that the emperor secret- 


ly favors strong repressive measures 
against the socialists and Poles despite 
his expression of approval of Caprivi's 
policy, and that the next chancellor 
•vrill be called upon to introduce such 
measures. K so, stormy times are in 
store in the Beichstag. Tho emperor is 
credited with being much annoyed by 
the papers expressing suph liberal ap- 
proval of Caprivi's policy. Anyway,

On tho other 
hand, tho record oi' past transactions ia 
somewhat .loss favorable than of late. 
Payments through tho principal clear- 
inghouses throughout tho country show 
a decrease of one-half per coat, com- 
pared with last your, and a decrease of 
21.0 por cuiit compared with the same 
woek in lSi)3, the decrease for four 
weeks boiug 20.S per cent. 


Cotton has sold at 5.81 cants for mid- 


dling uplands, and tho large receipts at 
anch low prices indicate dourly that the 
crop will at least be close to the largest, 
if not the lavtfost,, ever produced. 
Tho 


uutiuiputud sculoinout of difficulties at 
Fall llivur has nut been realized, and at 
present it good many spindles and looms 
are idle. Bnt. strifes are temporary; a 
more lasting iui.iuouce is the largo ac- 
cumulation of cotton iu tho world's 
markets, the stuck of American in sight 
uo\v exceeding 2,OOU,000 bales. It is in- 
teresting that, in spito of the low price 
of tho pi-iiu-.ipa^soutiiorii crop, manufac- 
turers and wholesale dealers report 
rather more improvement iu trade with 
the south than with any other section.

Banford Fleming Interview** About Hit

Fleming, commissioner from the Cana- 
dian government to Hawaii, in the in- 
terest of tho proposed Canadian-Aus- 
tralian cable, arrived here on tho steam- 
er Alamoda. In an interriew he spoke 
freely of his mission to the Pacific isl- 
ands, whithei ho was accompanied by 
\V. H. Mercer of the colonial office in 
London. 
Mr. Fleming declared that there was 
nothing secret about their mission. The 
governments of Canada and Australia, 
he said, have resolved . to lay a Pacific 
cable. There aro a number of islands 
in possession of Great Britain between 
Australia and Canada, across which the 
cable might be stretched as stepping 
stones across the ocean. He mentioned 
the Solomon, Gilbert and Fiji groups 
aud Northford and Fanning isif-uds. 
With stations at these points there 
would bo no absolute necessity for land- 
ing the cable ou islands which are not 
British. 
However, the projectors of tho enter- 


prise appreciate tho business considera- 
tions which mokes it essential any Pa- 
cine cable shall touch all islands of 
Samoa aud Hawaii. Samoa, it is pro- 
posed to react by a short brunch from 
ITiji, and it would be possible to connect 
Hawaii by a branch from the nearest 
midoceau station at Fanning island, a 
British possession, which, however, is 
over 800 miles distant from Honolulu. 
To avoid this long waste of cable it 
was doomed necessary to obtain a route 
nearer the Hawaiian group. 
To secure 


the necessary concessions from Hawaii 
was the mission of Messrs!, Fleming 
and Mercer to tho islands. 


Concerning the measure of their suo- 


cess, Mr. Fleming said: "If tho Ha- 
waiian EOvummnuE evinced any desire 
to meet us vre were instructed to open 
negotiations' and to point out and on 
what tertnfi tho Hawaiian people coald 
secure the advantages of a telegraphic 
service.

We asked for no exclusive 
rights for telegraph connection but we 
proposed, tt givcii a satisfactory lease 
of one of these islands and a subsidj- of 
$!J5.000 per annum for 15 years, to "es- 
tablish and maintain connection with 
the uoarcsli cubic stiibion ou tho Ameri- 
can coast, Our charges from Honolulu 
to be one shilling a woi'd for ordinary 
messages, nine pence a word for govern- 
ment messages and sbc ponce for press 
messages. 
"The arrangement is, of course, siib- 


ject to the approval of all tho govern- 
ments concerned and I may iiiauiaon 
that tho United States has something to 
say in the matter. By the terms of 
Hawaii's treaty of reciprocity with the 
United States, Hawaii is forbidden, to 
grant auy other power any lease or lion 
upon any portion of territory. It is 
quite understood that the first step of 
the Hawaiian government will bo to ap- 
peal to Washington for assent to grant 
the privileges which we ask. Mo diffi- 
culty is anticipated."

then a depth of five inches in (he 
measure would represent n depth of 
cue inch on an aroa equal tb that of 
tho aperture of the funnel.—London 
Tit-Bits.

Dark canyon- a number of tunnels 
trero run in ordnr to tap streams of 
water to get a supply for tho water- 
works.
